but I shall try to answer them brief- 
ly. The Catholic Church is for all 
sorts of people and has many laws— 
some of which apply to one class, 
some to another, but in general, the 
rule of life is simply to 
“fear God and keep His command- 
ments,” As to the right or wrong of 
any particular thing which troubles 
our conscience, the iests are ap- 
pointed by God to guide us,.and they 
will tell us what to do under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Of course a‘Lutheran may attend 
Holy Mass if she wants to, and be- 
haves reverently.
